Since my last revival meeting, I have 
been filling my regular appointments and 
doyig some preaching outside my own 
charge. By an earnest solicitation of 
brother Stephen Hilderbrand, I preached 
two» sermons at Rosedale to large and 
attentive audiences. Brother Hilderbrand 
has been pastor of this congregation for 
about three years and has done good and 
effective work. On the evenings of March 
5 and 6, I preached in Ebensburg, the 
county seat of Cambria Co., Pa., to large 
and appreciative audiences. There are 
seven different organizations in this town, 
viz., Catholic, Baptist, Disciple, Presby- 
terian, Methodist, Welsh Methodist and 
Congregationaí.
